_.In his Inaugural Address, Pres­ 
ident Kennedy laid down his 
policy. Kennedy said: 
"Let every 
nation 
know, 
w h e t her it 
wish i* well 
or ill, that we 
shall pay any 
pries, 
b e a r 
any 
burden, 
m e e t a n y 
^ 
hardship, sup- 
p o r t 
a n y 
friend, oppose any foe to 
the survival and success of lib­ 
erty, 
"This much we pledge — and 
more." 
Then he restated the Monroe 
Doctrine in his own words: 
"To our sister republics south 
of our border, we offer a special 
pledge — to convert our good 
word* into good deeds — in a 
new alliance for progress — to 
assist free men and free gov­ 
ernments 
in 
casting 
off 
the 
chains 
of 
poverty. 
But 
this 
peaceful revolution of hope can­ 
not become the prey of hostile 
powers.” 
"Let all our neighbors know 
that we shall join with them 
to oppose aggression or subver­ 
sion anywhere in the Americas. 
And let every other power know' 
that this hemisphere intends *to 
remain the m aster of its own 
house.” 
In many respects this state­ 
ment is as strong, if not stronger 
than the original Monroe Doc­ 
trine. In fact, Kennedy issued 
a threat — clearly a threat —• 
to those nations "who would 


make themselves our advers­ 
ary.” 
"Finally, to those nations who 
would make themselves our ad­ 
versary, we offer not a pledge 
but a request: that both sides 
begin anew the quest for peace, 
before the dark powers of de­ 
struct ion unleashed by science 
engulf all humanity in planned 
or accidental self-destruction. 
"We dare not 
tempt them 
with weakness. For only when 
our arm s are sufficient beyond 
doubt can wA be certain beyond 
doubt that they will never be 
employed.” 
If these statements are put 
together, they become a guiding 
policy, namely, that the United 
States will prepare vigorously 
for war, if it should come; that 
the United States has no pro­ 
gram of api>easement but does 
have a program of the defense 
of liberty and territorial inde­ 
pendence, for all peoples, par­ 
ticularly for those of the Amer- 


Tile United States seeks peace 
and is walling to negotiate for 
peace, but it will not negotiate 
from fear. He said: 
"So let us begin anew — re­ 
membering on both sides that 
civility is not a sign of weak­ 
ness, and sincerity is always 
subject to proof. 1-et us never 
negotiate (Hit of fear. But let 
us never fear to negotiate.” 
Khrushchev understands pre­ 
cisely what all this means. He 
will excerpt these paragraphs as 
they arp excerpted here;

On the other hand. President 
Kennedy must recognize that 
Soviet Russia cannot relinquish 
its main objective which is to 
reduce the entire world to an 
acceptance of Marxist sociology 
and economics. Whereas Khrush­ 
chev masks his intentions be­ 
hind such generous phrases m 
competitive 
coexistence, 
Mao 
Tze-tung is more honest and 
frank. 
Mao, as an orthodox Commun­ 
ist, desires a 
war uoon the 
United States immediately. In 
the recent great conference in 
Moscow’, Mao’s insistence upon 
war was voted cknvn, but every 
statement out of Peking estab­ 
lishes his moral rejection of the 
Kremlin decision. Mao has n 
famine to look after; otherwise 
he would not have retreated. 
President Kennedy in his In­ 
augural says he will not make 
Harry Trum an’s mistake about 
"good, old Joe.” He said: "Sin­ 
cerity 
is 
always 
subject 
to 
proof.” Also, Kennedy is in no 
hurry: 
"All this will not be finished 
in the first IOO days. Nor will 
it be finished in the first 1,000 
days, nor in the life of this 
Administration, nor even per­ 
haps in our lifetime on this 
planet . . . ” 
Surely, the course toward un­ 
derstanding did not begin with 
this Inaugural Address. It be­ 
gan when Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and Winston Churchill rescued 
Stalin from defeat and were re­ 
warded by treachery- 
It began when the U n i t e d

Simultaneously, 
we obtain the other proofs and 
information required, make a 
determination, and forward the 
case to the payment center for 
review. The cheek is then issued 
by the Treasury Department.

PejvPill Rills 
Are Introduced 


HARRISBURG (A P )—The law ­ 
re n ce Administration yesterday In­ 
troduced two Semite bills provid­ 
ing alternate penalties for the un- 
authorized po $ s f% ^ I on or sit lo of 
so-called pep pills, drugs of the 
amphetamine groups. 
'ITie proposals were sponsored 
by Sons. Anthony DiSilvestro, D* 
Philadelphia; Albert R. Pechan. 
R-Armstrong; Robert D. Fleming 
and George J. Sa rf af, both D- 
Allegheny. 
One of the bills would classify 
drugs of the amphetamine group 
a* dangerous drugs under the 
state s Dangerous Drugs Act. Vio­ 
lation of the act is a felony with 
a fine of up to $1,000 ami up to 
one year in prison for tile first 
offense. 
The other proposal would in­ 
clude amphetamines in a state 
law prohibiting the sale or pos­ 
session of narcotics. Violation of 
this law is a felony and is subject 
to stiffer penalties. 
The maximum penalty for die 
first conviction of possessing nar­ 
cotics Is a $2,000 fine and two to 
five years in prison. For the sale 
of narcotics, the maximum first 
offense penalty is a fine of $.‘>.000 
and five to IO years in prison,

To he on the safe side, test 
your seed before sowing. Just take 
a piece of blotter or heavy paper 
towel and moisten it. then place 
on a soup plate. Seeds are count­ 
ed and placed on the blotter, and 
anet lier moistened blotter is used 
to cover the seeds, and covered 
with a plate, giving the effect of 
a small moisture chamber between 
the two plates. 
Germination starts I n four or 
five days and you count the seed 
which came up.

Some fruit trees (such as North­ 
ern Spy) will not bear until about 
13 years of age. There are some 
tricks to induce earlier bearing 
Some growers often "ring” a tree 
some bend the branches, each 
method being successful if you 
want to "ring" a tree, wait until 
about June 15th, and take a half 
inch sec*ion of bark from around 
the trunk. You do this bv cutting 
thru the bark into the wood, all 
the way around the perimeter ct 
the tree trunk. Then you make a 
second cut a half-inch above tile 
first cut, and pull off the half-inch ’ 
strip of hark. Do not cut too deep 
ly as you may remove tile cam­ 
bium layer, the most vital part 
of the tree. Removing the layer 
acts similar to girdling, done by 
rabbits, except it s not so severe. 
Cover 
the wound with plastic 
sheet to prevent drying. 
The removal of the bark pre­ 
vents food materials made by the 
leaves on the tree top from mov­ 
ing to the roots. This stimulates. 
flower buds for the following sea­ 
son. Tims, if a tree is ringed on 
June lath, 1961, you can expect it 
to increase fruiting about October 
JOtiJ. Of course, you couldn’t ex 
pert an immature or newly plant 
ed tree to bear, even with the 
ringing process. A tree must wail 
until it has reached an age where 
it can produce flower blossoms.
